— 'I'iie l)ai)hue wa.s 
turflfd'tipajde down. An oyc-witnes.s

TliL' men were iiruised and coveriul 
with blood, having been struck by cle- 
bria. Aceounts of the number of per 
sous on board anrl tlie numbor lost, 
continue to vary widely. Several 
bodies were found at the foot of ilie 
way.s. Divers are searchini,' for oilu'r 
bodies, 

A nunilier r>f men at llie .-ihi[j yarti 
on the npiiosue .side of [\ia river, who 
S41W the clisatiter, but who were unable 
to render aabi.stance at tho time, say 
the whole occupied about throe min 
ulei They immediately set to work 
lo rescue the people atriiggling in the 
water. They sav some of the men on 
the Duphiie jumped oM'rboanI and 
oLhi^rs were thrown from the deck and 
crushed. .Many of tlie unfortunates 
were Blruggling in the water, and a 
number of R vim aiers were visible di- 
rectiv after the Klii]i capsized, but ina- 
llV of I hem wi're afterwards seen to 
siuk. .Six men wen.' seen clinging to 
gether. b'our endeavored to climb up 
on the steamer a.s she wan sinking, but 
vrere forced to desist by a rush of 
ateaiji -from a porthole. Some climb 
ed oil the keel ju.st before the shiji 
waa submerged. Accor(-ling to the 
statements of witnesses and surviv- 
ors of tl'.e disaster the vessel left her 
slip too rapidly causing her .stern which 
entered first, to sink deeply in the 
water. She was then caught iiy a 
strong current in the river, by which, 
RBwell aa by her top weight, she was 
caused to keel over .so far (hat the 
water entered her port. The la.st re 
port from the scene of the. disaster 
states that seven of t/he bodie.s are iden- 
tified. 

J'^ifty-two names ai-e published as 
those of missing pers(ni.s. As vi.sitors 
were admitted to view the launch it 
is believed some of them, unknown, 
are among the missing. Many d(>Hd 
bodie.s are visible through the port- 
holes of the ship. There w.is a rapid 
tide, and it in feared many of the bod- 
ies were carried lo sea. There was a 
large nriniber 'of hoys on board.

Tlio drydocl: is one t>i tliose large 
l-iublic worka which eillier becume ii bene- 
lit or acurae to ;i pidviiu-o accDrtliiig to 
the manner in which tliey iire 
handled. If they aro pushed throuyh 
eneryetieuUy, .is they pught to be, there 
ia a great saving of time and money, and 
they are confltrncted at all events at rea- 
sonable cost. I'.ul dohiys are dangerous, 
u one delay produces another, and every 
delay breeds additional expense. Another 
equally prolific source of waste is carrying 
on auch a work in a "go as you please" 
kind of ptyle, without anj settled policy 
or system in regard to it. Sometimes by 
means of contractors, at other.) by day's 
work; son\otini03 40 men in jihioe of oOO 
and then none at all, as the political ne- 
cessities of the hour dictate. If a man 
were to build a house on such a systenr 
and spread the erection over seven or 
eight years, he wolUd find when he had 
completed it he could have built a row nf 
houaea for the same money. Only those 
who have l)eon connected with the con- 
struction of such works can form any idea 
of the numeroua avenues of waste and e.x- 
pense which art! opened by not carrying 
iliem on energetically. But if the lute 
5joverument did ne.\t to ni>thing with the 
drydock during eight ye;irs of their reign, 
the dock itself was not idle— it wrote, so 
to speak, its own autobiography, forming 
a chapter in the history of the province 
botli entertaining and instructive, as ex- 
hibiting a complete system of delay, n)is- 
calculatlon and ollicial red tape, which 
would have'rejoiced the heart of Dickens' 
"circumlocution ofllco." The dock, in 
fact, has been so long in building, that 
t lie priauuy object of its couslructiou is 
almost becoming lost in the haze of anti- 
ijuity. Under the lute government it be- 
came a political "ro.st for the weary,' a.s 
every man who worked on it regarded it 
as a perpetual labor-saving institution, 
which ought to be handed down to his 
crhildron. But now this benovolent insti 
tution luis been closed by tlio present gov- 
ernment, and the minnows and jack- 
sharps in the little puddles are left in soli- 
tude to contemplate the greatness of the 
worka of man . This has been done in ac- 
oiirdaneo with the voice of the people 
themselves, and the money will be more 
wisely oxponded on the public roads, to 
which much more attention has been paid 
by the present government than their 
predecessors. The dock will eventually 
be taken over by the Dominion, and had 
the late government resigned in the tall, 
as their future prosin-da would have war 
ranted (hem in doing, tlieir successors 
would have had ample time to mature 
and carry out their policy, and to have 
rectitiud any misunderstanding with that 
(government which might arise. It mat- 
ters little whether the drydock is handed 
over to the Dominion immediately or a 
year hence, jirovided it is handed over. 
As a public work, even supposing money 
were borrowed to finish it.ilie invostment 
cuuld never be a paying one for many 
years tocome. The chief importance of 
the dry duok at present is in connection 
with the British navol establishment on 
the Pacific coast, and for the same reason 
it will ultimately become of eonsecpience 
to the Dominion, and is in fact a very 
nensiblo purchase on their part. Many 
people seem to ha\ e an idea that if the 
drydock is made over to the Dominion 
Kovernraent it will be taken away, but 
this is not the case. The province will 
still coiitiinio to derive benefit from the 
presence anil prestige of the dock upon 
its shores, witlio\it any outlay of capital, 
or payinunt of interest on iiiiuiey borniw- 
ed for its construction. The govennneiit 
have therefore done simply what they 
ought to have done, and what the people 
wished them to do, in stopping a useless 
ejpondituro that was not only beyond the 
means of the [)i'ovince, but which there 
was no further call for continuing, while 
the money was urgently re(|uiied in num- 
urous directions where its outlay would 
not only be immediately beneficial, but 
contribute to the permanent progress of 
the country. 

SANprARY 

The sanitary condition of the city is 
one of the first eonsidorationa that should 
occupy the attention of every property- 
holder. Drains, cesspools and water 
closet s,should underfjo close and frequent 
scrutiny by owners of property and oc- 
cupier's and where found to be defective 
the fault should be at once remedied. 
The preBorvaiion of the health and lives 
of tenants and neighbors demands this. It 
is ail obligation which the owner of real- 
estate assumes whet) he becomes a pio. 
perty-liolder, and it is an obligation of 
which he cannot divest Iiimsclf unless he 
parts with the pro[)erty. Lately the 
levels have been taken for a system <jf 
drainage by the municipality, and it iu 
lioped that before this time twelvemonth 
frewera will be commenced. Meanwhile 
it behooves citi/ens to ado[il every [)re 
c4»ution to keep their premises sweet and 
tdeaii, and in cases of default the sanitary 
(iflicora should see to it that the law is 
rigidly oiiforcod.

Loss of a. M. S. Lively-" '-" 

([.ondun, Eiii,'., SLouluul, June 1'.;.) 

Her Majesty's dispatch boat Lively, 
which went ashore on Thursday night on 
the Ohicken Rock, outside StoniowayBay 
while rethrning to Stornoway with the 
royal commissioners who are enquiring 
into the condition of the Highland croft- 
ers, is now a total wreck. 

We received the fidlowing from the ad- 
miralty last evening: A telegram has bia'ii 
received from Commander Parr, 11. M.S. 
Lively, at Stornoway, dated June 8, and 
received at 1 :05 p. m-, stating that the 
weather is quite calm, and look.a like wes- 
terly wind. The ship is on the Hen and 
Chickens. Her bows very much dam - 
aged, the point of the rocka being through 
the bottom abaft the foremast. The ship 
is full of water. All hands and most of 
the oflects saved. Early this morning 
the admiralty ordered her majesty's ships 
Seahorse, Forester and .lackal to proceed 
to the Msiatauce of the Lively." 

Our corre8]«uident at Stornoway tele- 
graphed last night; Whan the Lively 
struck she heeled over to the starboard 
side; The tide had then just begun to 
ebb, and as the water receded the ship 
fell over almost on her brjadside. .At 
four o'clock this morning when the tide 
was full out, the fore part of the ship 
stood high and dry out of the water. It 
was then evident that it would be im- 
possible to got her ofl'. The rock on 
which she first struck was fully a fathom 
under water. By the lurch she made to 
the side the boat was lifted up, and the 
paddles being still in the water, the 
Lively was driven over the rock nearly 'JO 
feet. Her bow then struck a higher ridge 
of the reef, and she remained fast. At 
low water the extent of the damage was 
fully ascertained. The vessel was built 
of wood, and on the port side of the 
stem the timber was driven in, while the 
keel for more than twelve feet backwards 
had been carried away. .\ sharp peak of 
the rock had penetrated the hull just for- 
ward from the paddle boxes, and it is be- 
lieved that that prevontod her from slij)- 
piiig backwards and disappearing into 
deep waters. The rocka on which the 
wreck occurred are well known, and are 
marked in the admiralty charts. From 
their iieculiar a|)[>earaiico they are called 
Iho Hen and Chickens. They lie al)oiit 
.'')00 yards from the south coast of the 
peninsula, and are tivu miles distant from 
Stornoway. As may be easily imagined 
there was considerable alarm when the 
vessel struck. The shock waa so unex- 
pected lliut no (Uie on board could realize 
what had happened. Commander Parr 
reached tlio bridge Irom the saloon with 
the utmost speed, and without speaking 
to any of the officers he glanced round 
the ship and at once saw that the state of 
matters was very serious. He ran for- 
ward and in an instant had swung himself 
over tlie [jort bow, and was 
stainling on the rock ex;imiiiiiig 
the injury the ship had received. He 
next went to the engine-room and in- 
spected the vessel internally, thinking 
that he might back her off. Ho ordered 
the engines to be put full speed astern; 
but as the ship was fast settling down at 
tlie stern the engines were stopped after a 
few revolutions. The boats having been 
manned stood oil' a little way, while the 
rest of the crew and every! man on board, 
including Lord Napier and the rest of the 
coinmisaioners, rendered what service 
they could in bringing the effects of the 
ship to the deck. 'Phe steamer Mary 
-■Viiu, of Cilasgow, whose crew had shouted 
to the Lively to clear the rocks, but had 
not been heard, came alongside, and 
everything that could be removed from 
gunboat was safely transferred on board. 
When the Lively struck the shock was so 
violent that everyone who waa on dock 
was knocked about considerably, and a 
iiuinber were knocked down and slightly 
1 injured. There wa-s no consternation, 
I and the crew were about their duties as 
i if nothing unusual had occurred. The 
' Hennachie and the Bon Lodi, two power- 
ful tugs, got out to the wreck about mid- 
i night, and a hawser from each of them 
I Was attaclied to the Lively. 'I'liey en- 
j deavored tc; bring her off with the morn- 
jing'stide; but they failed to alter the 
I [Kisition. Indeed, the shii) coiitliuied to 
I sink by llie stern, and at eight o'clock in 
llio morning was standing ahiKjst [jurpeii- 
dienlarly in the water, the pari abaft the 
I paddle bcpxes being ciimpli;tely subinci ged . 
The water in the immediate neiglibor- 
hood is very deep, and the rocks are ao 
small, that had tlie slii[) been steered her 
osvii breadth to either side she would 
have been safe. Commandor Parr and 
hi.s oflicera remained by the sliip during 
' the whole night, but as nothing further 
could be done for her they came ashore 
at nine o'clock in the morning, and took 
I apartments at the Imperial hotel. 1'he 
coniniiasioners came ashore shortly after 
' miilnight, and they are staying at the Im- 
I perial.
